7,000 MEN IN ELEVEN WESTERN STATES APPLIED 


FOR SERVICE IN NAVY IN FIRST WEEK OF WAR; 


5,800 ACCEPTED AS RECRUITS 


SAN FRANCISCO—Closest to the 
scene of action in the Pacific, the! 
Western Recruiting Division, U. S. 
Navy, today reported that more 
than 7000 men in the eleven west- 


ern states had applied for enlist- 
ment in the first week of the war, ' 
with no sign of a let-up in new ap- 
plications in the second week. 

Captain E. B. Lapham, USN, Re- 
cruiting Inspector, said that the 
more amazing figure was that of 
5800 acceptable recruits from the 
7000 applicants, compared to an ay- 
erage of 431 in the five preceding 
weeks for the entire western divi- 
sion. 

The division estimates came from
